Federal Judge Irving 
Kaufman’ announced: to- 
night that he would grant 
a five-day stay of exccu- 
tion to atomic spies Julius 
and Ethel Rosenberg if 
they formally appealed to

Saturday. 


The Judge recently rejected 
an appeal by the two spies. 
Their executipn is at present 
Axed for Janunry 14 ot 23,00 
hours local time. 


Judge Kaufman informed the 
Rosenbergs’ Jlowyer that the stay 
of execution would remain in 
force for five days after the 
President's decision if he rejects 
thelr appeal against the death 
sentence, 


The stay of exccution, he said, 
would come into force auto- 
matieally when a formal appeal 
for clemency was made at the 
White House and a copy, pre- 
sented to the Federal Court.

HE British Constitu- 
tion, as we have 
seen, is unwritten, 

: which means that if 
it is to work properly there 
must of necessity be a 
certain amount of give and 
take in the relations of 
those concerned in its work- 
ing, not least - between the 
Crown and the Government 
of the day. 


It would surprise a great many 
people If they were told what the 
Queen can do without consulting 
Parllament,. and * consequently 
without acting in any way 
illegally. : 


‘In theory she can declare war 
or make peace, and annex’ or 
surrender territory, without the 
consent of Parliament;

Colombo, Jan, 5, 

The Chamber of Commerce of 
Ceyloy has’ asked the Prime 

ater, Nir Dudley Senonayake, 
to reserve trade wilh dollar and 
Eurcpean Payments Union couns 
trics for Ceylonese imports, 

At present trade with Western 
Germany and Japan js restricted 
to Ceylonese smporters only, 

The ‘Chamber sugyests in a 
memorandum that the Governe 
ment's objcetive of ccylontsing 
the trade can best be achieved 
by a Trade Regulation, Act and 
that the existing machinery for 
import control can be utilised to 
reserve trade with dollar and 
EPU countries for Ceylonese 
dmporters, ‘ 

The Charmnber states that a 
flrm should not be regarded as 
Ceylonese unless at Icust 51 per 
cent of the shares are held by 
Ceylonese and 75 per cent of 
tho employees are Ceylonese. 

Meanwhile, the Bank of 
Ceylon has a two-point plan to: 
assist Ceylonese to get a greater 
share of the . Island's export 
trade, It has a scheme to give 
credit facilities to sulve one of 
the greatest handicaps Coylon- 
ese now experience. 

Tt has written to the Govern- 
ment regarding this proposal. 
Under this scheme, the Bank 
will take charge of stocks In- 
dented for export and: store 
them fn its own godowns, 

The second polnt In the 
Bank's. plan js to make sure 
that Ceylonese exporters will 
not ruin Ccylon's prestige by 
cending out Inferlor quality 
produce, as some of them now, 
do.
